One of the best arguments in favor 


of the raisin growing interest in this 


State is contained in report of Mr. 

L. J. Rose to the State Viticultural | 
Commission, of which he 1s a member. 
He raises the first note of alarm that 
the planting of wine grapes is going 
too fast. He says: “The planting of 
vines is still on the increase, not only 
in this district but all over the State, 
and I believe there are more vines | or 
planted in one year than we have 
bearing vines, and yet preparations 
for the coming year are already begin- 
ning for still more extensive planting. 
It is believed, in fact I feel I know, 
that California in the last two years 
made about as much wine as the de- 
mand required. It may be taken as a 
fact, that we have no foreign market. 
That our home demand is gradually 
increasing is true, but doubling our 
vineyards every year is an increase far 
beyond what can be expected in the 
increase of consumption. I have felt 
it due to the public to say this, as it 
is my belief; for if I am correct in my 
belief, then many who are now in- 
vesting their all will suffer, and even 


those now engaged in it will 
also have a hard time.” It 
can hardly be otherwise than 


as Mr. Rose has stated, for the expe- 
rience has been the same in other 
branches of horticulture and agricul- 
ture. It is within the memory of 
many of the residents of this State 

aud not very old residents either, that 
hundreds of acres of the finest vine- 
yards, in this county and in other por- 
tions of the State, were uprooted be- 
cause of the unprovfitableness of the 
crop resulting from the production be- 
ing in advance of the demands for th. 
product, and from the tremendous ac- 
tivity in the planting of wine grapes, 
fully 40,000 acres having been put out 
within the two years past, the result 
can scarcely be otherwire than a great 
depression in the trade. On the other 
hand the raisin business presents a 
field which has bardly been entered 
upon. The quantity of raisins used in 
this country is immense, though the 
prices are high, and the article hereto- 
fo'e has been an exclusively imported 
one. With the cheapening of that 
product, and its becoming a domestic 
production, the consumption will large- 
ly increase and, unlike wines, it will re- 
require no effort to introduce it to all 
the world’s markets. We already put 
up an article equal to the best.of the 
most famous raisin-growing regions of 
Spain, though out growers have not yet 
had sufficient experience to teach them 
the best and most practical modes of 
treatment. There is little risk of this 
industry ever becoming unprofitable 
through an over-supply,and we strongly 
recommend those who contemplate 
set"ing vineyards this winter to inves- 
tigate this subject thoroughly before 
setting any other Kind of grape. Pur- 
suing the subject, Mr. Rose says: 
“Were I to begin life now with my 
present knowledge, I would prefer to 
plant fruit trees for the raising 
of fruits for shipping and canning, 
also grapes for shipping. We ex- 
cel.in this line of fruit-growing as 
well as raising grapes for wine. We 
have our country for a market, and in 
addition have the whole of Europe; in 
fact, the world. California canned 
fruits are considered the best every- 
where; the market is made —whereas 
for wine to sell abroad, it has to be 
made yet. If I am in error, no one will 
be more pleased than myself, for my 
lot is unalterably cast in grape-grow- 
ing and wine making, and if I appear 
as an alarmist, it is not that I wish 
to be one, or that considerations of 
self have any part in what I say, but 
a disinterested motive to prevent dis- 
appointment to others.”
